It cannot be much more than a hope.- 

. The same rhetoric and the same reasoning 
was used in support of the original decision to 
commit American troops to combat five years 
ago. .'The price of continued resistance by the 
communists would be too high to pay and they 
would then become reasonable at the negotiat- 
ing table'. Well, they have been fighting this 
war a long, long time. And while they are cer- 
tainly impervious to military pressure they have 7 
not crumbled under it either. 

The President has said that it is ( not.our 
power, but our will and character that; is being 
tested. It is also their \yill that is being tested. 

* History provides very little reason for hope 
that their will — will break no,w, in what is really 
the 25th year of their war. 

The turn of events in Indo-China has buried, 
within it a consolation for hawks or doves alike, 
though it is a harsh kind of consolation. 

The consolation is that things have now been 
pushed so far that they must now be pushed all 
the way to one decision or another. This aggra^ 
vating indecisiveriess cannot be allowed to linger 
on much longer. 

It seems inconceivable that after six weeks 
time Mr. Nixon will be able to pull out of Cam- 
bodia and say we did our best now let's go back 
to slow de-escalation. He's got to hit harder in 
decisive places or else take steps that will lead 
to surrender. ' 

In Congress the doves who are always bold 
.in voice and timid in action must how carry things 
to a vote for a surrender and ail it's consequences 
or acquiesce in tougher military action. Mr. Nix- 
on's studied affront to Congress permits no fur- 
ther carping without commitment to a legislative 
stand. 

Many who are hawks favor hitting hard in 
a half dozen decisive places. 

But, iike many of the doves they are so tired 
of this war that if we are not going to hit they 
would settle for surrender provided it be made 
clear by a vote in Congress who is responsible for 
the consequences that wilHollow surrender. 
i However, whichever it is to be we seem to 
be headed for a decision. 7

In the test, Illinois Bell is pro- 
viding communications facilities 
that Include, experimental' equip- 
ment in the homes, involved, In 
the", telephone company a central 
office and at the utility compan-

The system works as follows: 
telephone lines connect a utility 
company .computer 1 with the 
meter. .Utility equipment attach- 
ed to the meter converts its read- 
ings into electrical Impulses that 
are transmitted through tele- 
phone company connecting equip- 
ment back to the utility's com- 
puter for recording and billing. 

Meters will be read one after 
another, usually late at night or 
early in the morning when tele- 
phone lines are likely to be idle. 
Each reading will be obtained 
quickly— within a few seconds— 
with the subscriber unaware of 
the process. The readings will 
not interrupt a call. in progress 
and there will be no telephone 
company charge to the homes in- 
volved for meter reading calls.

In the future Doctor Kopriva 
hopes to expand the present Anti- 
och Clinic, not. only the building 
Itself but also to add another 
doctor to the staff if and when 
one can be found.. At present 
there is a doctor shortage and, it 
will not get better In the near 
future. * 

This may even become true in 
Antioch if the community grows 
as it is expected to in the next 
few years. Also he feels that the 
new Countryside Hospital will be 
good for the area by the tljne 
this project Is complete. By that 
time we will have need of 'this 
hospital, 

Aside from medicine, Doctor 
Kopriva has many outside inter- 
ests. Among these Interests are 
painting, music, • history, the Li- 
brary BOard, and his gardening. 
He is well known for his art 
work, which is outstanding and 
on display in many places. He 
has won many awards for this 
work. His music ability is also 
well accepted In Antioch'. 

He has played In shows for the 
P.M.&L. players and in. numer- 
ous benefits for schools and other y 
. organizations. While he was. in 
— college his music ability helped 
' to pay his way through by play- 
ing for dances with different 
groups. 

In the sports area he enjoys 
golf, which he plays almost every 
Tuesday during the summer, and 
he also likes to fish. " r 

To gather the needed informa- 
tion and pictures on a man who 
is obviously a very complex per- 
son and just as obviously very 
talented, could have been a very 
trying Job. 

In the case of Doctor James 
Kopriva this just was not so. 
His very nature makes him a very 
..easy person to talk to, and above 
all you soon feel a deep sincer- 
ity about this man in what he Is 
doing and in what he stands for.
